“CITIZENS ! 

‘Three coftins in four months. 

‘Death hastens, and God delivers us one by one. 

‘We do not reproach thee, we thank thee, All- 
Riescesfal (ind. wha re-onenest unon us. exiles, the 
‘gates of an eternal home! 

‘This time the lifeless and precious being whom 
we bear to the tomb is a woman. 

‘On the 21st of January last, a woman was ar- 

rested at her own house by Boudrot, the Cominissary 
lof Police at Paris. ‘This woman, still young, being 
ithirty-five years of age, but crippled and infirm, 
was sent to the Prefecture and confined in what is 
called the trielecll. 
iseven or eight feet square, without light or air— 
the unhappy prisoner has painted it in a word— 
she called it the fomb-cell. She says—l quote her 
lown words—* It is in this fomé-cell, that crippled, 
‘and ill, T passed twenty-one days, pressing my lips 
from hour to hour against the erating, in order to 
breathe a little vital air, and net die.’ At the end 
of the twenty-one days, on the 4th of February, 
the Government of December took this woman out 
and banished her.

Her desti- 
tution forced her to travel, with a cough, spitting 
blood, with diseased lings, in the depth of a North- 
ern winter, in rain and snow, in those frightful 
open eurriages, Which are a disgrace to the wealthy 
railroad companies. She arrives at Ostend. She 
was driven from France; Belgium now drives her 
away. She passes over to England.  Searcely 
landed at Loudon, she takes to her bed. The dis- 
ease contracte Lin prison, aggravated by the forced 
journey of an exile, becomes alarming.
